sons were killed and upwards of fifty 
injured, some probably fatally, by the 
collapse of the flooring 
of the Fleet 
Street 
African Methodist 
Episcopan 
church In Brooklyn at night. 
Of those 
killed eight were women, two men and 
one child. 
The building was an ancient ram ­ 
shackle frame structure erected sixty 
years ago in the heart of the colored 
section 
of Brooklyn In Fleet 
street 
near 
Myrtle avenue. 
Arrangements 
had been made to hold funeral serv­ 
ices over Sidney Painter, one of the 
oldest members of the church, and the 
auditorium on the second floor of the 
building, the ground floor being used 
by the Sunday school, 
was crowded 
with an audience of upwards of 300 
persons, of whom the majority were 
women. 
The congregation 
was waiting in 
silence for the arrival of the body and 
P astor Jacobs was 
standing at the 
altar waiting the summons to meet the 
funeral procession at the door, when 
a splintering of timbers was heard 
and in an instant half of the auditor­ 
ium nearest the door collapsed, carry­ 
ing down more than 100 persons, who 
were crushed in the wreckage of the 
flooring and pews. 
A great volume of dust for a few 
m oments hid from 
view the victims. 


Jumped From the Windows. 
The remainder of the audience, find­ 
ing themselves cut off from the door 
and expecting every instant that the 
est of tlie flooring would collapse un­ 
der them, fought madly to reach the 
windows and in some instances leaped 
from them and 
sustained serious in- 
uries. 
On the arrival of the police and fire­ 
men the work of rescue began. Those 
remaiuing uninjured on the portion of 
the floor remaining intact were taken 
from the windows by ladders. Those 
lying in the mass ol wreckage on the 
lower door could only be got at after 
the firemen had hewed their way to 
them with axes. 
Out of the wreck ten 
bodies were recovered and taken to a 
station house and about thirty remov­ 
ed to the 
Brooklyn hospital, 
where 
throe women died soon after being ad­ 
mitted. 
Sidney I . Painter, at whose funeral 
the congregation 
had gathered, was 
the organist of the church. 
About 150 
seats in the front of tlie church had 
been reserved for the mourners, who 
were to accompany 
the body. 
This 
led *o t he massing of the congregation 
in one plat e and 
a consequent con­ 
centration 
of weight on the 
rotten 
floor beams, which is believed to have 
been the immediate cause of the col­ 
lapse. 
After examining the bodies Coroner 
Flaherty pronounced death in nearly 
every case to have resulted from suf­ 
focation caused by the victims being 
piled on toj) of each other in a mass 
several feet deep. 
The coroner said 
that the church was condemned as un­ 
safe several years ago and that he in­ 
tended to prosecute 
a thorough in­ 
quiry fo fix the resposibility for the 
disaster.

Beginning with 
the expiration of the terms of the pres­ 
ent body, Mr. Raehie provides for the 
appointment of their successors by the 
governor. 
As qualifications for office, prospec­ 
tive candidates must be free from rail­ 
road control or employment and in no 
way be encumbered with the stock or 
bonds of any common carrier. 
Mr Rachie’s bill further provides 
that not more than two of the three 
members of the commission shall be 
of the same politics. 
M. J. O’Loughlin appeared as a spon­ 
sor for the Minnesota university in the 
shape of a bill providing for a wo­ 
m an’s building. A straight appropria­ 
tion of $50,000 is made and the board 
of control is authorized to use the 
same in providing the needed facili­ 
ties.Walter I/omon of St. Paul, by re­ 
quest. introduced a bill providing for 
Hate supervision of hotels and board­ 
ing houses. 
To i ermit of such control the office 
of (he state hotel Inspector is created 
and with it a salary of $2.500 a year 
and traveling expenses. This is se­ 
cured through the levying of a tax of 
$2 on every hotel and boarding house 
Inspect od. 
Must Inspect AH Hotels. 
Under the terms of the bill this in­ 
spector must pass and report on all 
hotels In the state. He must require 
of all buildings so used, fire escapes 
above the second floor, and in each 
room a manila rope. 
Railway companies are compelled to 
maintain an unobstructed view of all 
dangerous railroad crossings in a bill 
introduced by Representative Jacob­ 
son. Obstructed crossings can be con­ 
strued as a public nuisance and a 
penalty imposed. 
Charles H. Klein offered a bill mak­ 
ing the removal of dirt from public 
highways or the obstruction of the 
same a misdemeanor and providing a 
heavy penalty for violators. 
A. K. Ware of Northfield secured 
the passage of the resolution commend­ 
ing Senators Clapp, Dolliver and Cul- 
lom for their activity in behalf of the 
house bill giving more power to the in­ 
terstate commerce commission. 
In the consideration of general or­ 
ders the only bill to excite discussion 
was that creating the naval reserve. 
It was recommended to pass with 
slight, amendments. The bill carries 
an annual appropriation of $8,500 for 
the maintenance of the reserve. 
Nino bills were passed by the house, 
among them being H. F. 218, regulat­ 
ing the compounding, use and sale of 
coaoaine and its preparations and pro­ 
viding penalties for the violation 
thereof.

Light Attendance in Senate Responsi­ 
ble for the Haste. 
The senate hurried through its busi­ 
ness Monday, and, owing to a very 
light attendance, the calendar was 
passed and progress reported on near­ 
ly all bills on general orders. 
Senator Coller proposed a bill which 
would deprive justices of the peace of 
all criminal jurisdiction in cities hav­ 
ing municipal courts. Such justice 
courts, under the bill, would confine 
themselves to merely civil litigation. 
A bill by Senator Wood modifies the 
present grand jury system. Its pro­ 
visions apply only to cases where the 
punishment is a commitment to the 
state reformatory, or a sentence of 
two years in the state’s prison. In 
each case the offense is to be explicit­ 
ly set forth in an information, follow­ 
ing a preliminary examination before 
a magistrate. 
Under the terms of a bill by Sena­ 
tor Frater, an advisory committee of 
five, to be named by the governor, is 
provided for the purpose of establish­ 
ing a home for consumptives at Wal­ 
ker, Minn. This is in line with the 
desires of the late Senator Ferris of 
Brainerd. 
The board of control shall have full 
charge of constructing and equipping 
the new building. The total appropria­ 
tion is $25,000. 
Senator Thorpe introduced a bill 
which provides that a person convicted 
five or more times, during a period of 
five years, of selling liquor without a 
license, shall l,e deemed guilty of be­ 
ing an habitual violator of the law in 
that respect. The penalty provided is 
three years in the state’s prison. 
The purpose of a bill by Senator 
Cowan is the maintenance and perma­ 
nent improvement of the state park 
at the Dalles of St. Croix. The appro­ 
priation is $2,000 for each of the three 
years, 1005, 1906 and 1907, for the 
care ot the park, and $10,000 for 1905 
and $10,000 for 1906 for its permanent 
Improvement. 
Senator Dunn’s voting machine bill 
was recommended to pass, with sev­ 
eral slight amendments adopted to 
make the measure conform to present 
%1« ction laws

STOPS LOGGING 


If Present 
Weather Continues 


Thousands of Loggers Will 


Suspend Operations 


FEBRUARY IS A GOOD MONTH 


But it Has Been Bad this Year 


and the Cut Will Fall Short 


of Last Year. 
If tho present warm weather contin­ 
ues for another week hundreds of log 
ging camps in northern Minnesota tvill 
be forced to suspend operations and the 
number of logs which it was intended 
to cut and haul this winter will be con­ 
siderably diminished. Among the con­ 
tractors the anxiety expressed regard­ 
ing tho situation is grave. 
The warm 
spell prevalent for a week has already 
affected the ice roads to such an extent 
that on the hills it is necessary to keep 
men busy the entire day shoveling snow 
onto the roads. The nights have been 
so warm that water does not freeze and 
in spite of every effort the ice has grad 
ually worn away to such an extent that 
hauling is a hard proposition. 
Febru­ 
ary, as a rule, is considered the best 
month of the winter to haul logs, and 
March 15 is always figured by loggers as 
the average date for ceasing operations 
and many instances have occurred 
where hauling was carried on until 
April 10. 
The contractors who have 
taken contracts for hauling a certain 
number of feet of logs are very anxious 
and await a change to colder weather. 
One of the propositions which always 
troubles the loggers is the restlessness of 
the men during warm weather. 
The 
woods get sloppy and the work is much 
harder than during cold weather and 
many men quit.

a finger on her right

third m issed her. 
T he crim e was w itnessed by a score 
of people, but Mrs. John B. Murphy, 
who was driving along Michigan boule­ 
vard in her carriage, was the closest 
to them. 
Calling to her coachm an to 
follow H erm an, who had run w est to 
Twenty-ninth street, Mr. M urphy h ast­ 
ened to aid Miss Mulveil, but the girl 
w as dead. 
A large n um ber of officers were at 
once detailed to search for H erm an, 
but nothing w’as 
found or heard of 
him until it w as learned th a t he had 
killed himself in a lodging house on 
A rcher avenue. 
H erm an becam e in­ 
fatuated with the girl through hearing

Thw young lady w as retu rn in g from 
St. Jam es parochial school, wh» re she 
frequently acted as a su b stitu te teach­ 
er, and 
had reach ed the 
corner of 
Tw enty-ninth 
stre e t 
and 
Michigan 
boulevard when she met H erm an, who 
had evidently been w aiting for her. 
W hat passed betw een them will never 
be known, but suddenly H erm an seized 
the girl’s arm , drew her close to him, 
and fired 
th re e tii% 
One 
bullet 
passed through h er brain, one tore off 
a finger on h er rig h t 
hand, and the 
third missed her. 
The crim e was w itnessed by a score 
of people, but Mrs. John B. Murphy, 
who was driving along Michigan boule­ 
vard in her carriage, was the closest 
to them. 
Calling to her coachm an to 
follow H erm an, who had run west, to 
Twenty-ninth street, Mr. Murphy h ast­ 
ened to aid Miss Mulveil, but the girl 
w as dead. 
A large n um ber of officers w ere at 
once detailed to search for H erm an, 
but nothing was 
found or heard of 
him until it w as learned that he had 
killed himself in a lodging house on 
A rcher avenue. 
H erm an becam e in­ 
fatuated with the girl through hearing

Tho Socialists recently sent 
em issaries into th e country districts 
for the purpose of stirring tip tho vil­ 
lages. 
According to reports they m et 
with speedy success. 
As 7T> per cent 
of the peasants are 
unable to read, 
they are easily le i away by Socialist 
oratory. 
The m ovem ent began 
at P ruseka 
and extended 
at once 
to Plotzk. 
It 
fir t rea bed serious dimensions in th e 
district ot Sled Ice, whore a m ajority 
of the Greek Catholics 
or U niats re­ 
side. 
These being exceedingly e m b it­ 
tered by religious persecutions quick­
